The Calaveras Prospect takes issue with the Ledger in its 
position in regard to Haas, the wonld-be-slayer of Francis J. 
Heue}'. 
Our cotemporary endeavors to make out that the 
Ledger’s article excused in soine'degree the commission of 
that crime. 
It was intended for nothing of the kiud. 
Its 
purpose was to show that the methods in criminal procedure, 
as practiced in our qourts, are‘unfair, inhnman, and tend to 
work up individuals who are subjected to the ordeal of bad­ 
gering attorneys to the fighting point. 
Probably in no 
other country in the civilized world would such wanton hu­ 
miliation of witnesses be tolerated. 
And it ought not to be 
tolerated here. 
The sooner reformation of such methods is 
made the better for the dignity of the state and the protection 
of society. 
Furthermore, we take exception to the charge, started by 
the papers in San Francisco and reiterated by our Calaveras 
cotemporary, that Haas was hired to get on the Ruef jury 
and promised $4000 to bring about a mistrial. 
It may be all 
true, but not a scintilla of proof has been produced to support 
it. Indeed the circumstances go to show that this slander of the 
dead has been trotted out to extenuate or ju stify the raking 
up of H aas’ prison record of twenty years ago. 
If the prose­ 
cution knew of such dicker with Ruef or his agent, why did 
they not raise the point in order to have him excused as a 
juror. Surely it would have been a legal ground for excuse. 
But no effort was made in this direction, which indicates that 
no such knowledge was in the possession of the prosecuting 
attorneys. 
It was simply an afterthought to bolster up the 
brutal parade of the one under examination in convict garb. 
It is on a par with that other scandalous statement that Mrs. 
Haas conveyed to her husband when in jail the pistol with 
which he took his own life. 
As if the widow in her sable 
robes had not enough of sorrow without this monstrous 
charge being laid at her door. 
This was hurled at her in or­ 
der that the negligent officials might be shielded from blame. 
The Ledger has 110 sym pathy with criminals or criminal 
methods. But the spirit of our civilizaton is to give those who 
have made a misstep an opportunity to redeem themselves. 
After they have expiated their offense by suffering the penalty 
imposed by the court that should be the end of the matter as 
far as the state is concerned. 
To hound a man afterwards, as 
was done in the Haas case is persecution, and not pros­ 
ecution.

The filling of the superior judgeship has already called 
forth two almost diametrically opposite opinions from quasi­ 
public bodies in Amador county.

But the bar association of Amador county, while distinctly 
statiug that several members of that small body are ap­ 
plicants for the appointment, failed to recommend any in­ 
dividual 
for the houor, 
went so far 
as 
to favor the 
appointment of a resident of this county, which in plain lan­ 
guage means the selection of one of their own number for 
the position. 
That would be all very well, provided other 
things 
were equal; that 
is 
if we have ju st a s 1 capable 
timber as the outside. 
Of the two positions, we believe that 
of the republican committee is the sounder, aud will be 
more generally approved. 
T h e superior judgeship is a state 
office, aud wc believe we hut voice the overwhelming senti­ 
ment of Amador citizens in hoping that the governor will 
give us the best available man for judge regardless of the 
locality from which he hails— and if from the outside, one 
who will stay with us, and identify himself with the interests 
of this county.

A m on g the ancient Spartans e v e ry ­ 
thing w a s considered secondary' to m il­ 
itary efficiency, nnd w ith a view to se­ 
curing th is the boys nnd men w e re by 
law k e p t in n continual state of “ tr a in ­ 
ing.” 
N o deform ed child w as allow ed 
to live. 
Boys were tnken from th eir 
hom es a n d subjected to m ilitary re g u ­ 
lations a t th e age of seven. T hey w ere 
compelled to w ear the same single g a r­ 
m ent w in te r nnd summer. 
At tw e n ty 
they jo in e d th e rnnks and fro m th a t 
age till they reached sixty w e re re­ 
q uired to dine a t the public tables, 
w hore o n ly a certain quantity w a s su p ­ 
plied fo r each man. 
The m a g istra te s 
in te rfe re d in absurdly sm all m atters. 
They reg u lated the degree of fa tn e ss to 
which it w a s lawful for any citizen to 
ex ten d h is body. 
T ho se w h o dared to grow too f a t or 
too so ft fo r military service an d e x e r ­ 
cise w ere som etimes soundly dogged.

Nauclis, son of Polytus. w as b ro u g h t 
before th e ephors (magistrates) a n d the 
whole assem b ly of Sparta, aud “ h is u n ­ 
law ful fa tn e ss” w as publicly exposed, 
and lie w a s threatened with perp etu al 
b a n ish m e n t if lie did not b rin g his 
body w ith in the regular S partan com ­ 
pass a n d give up the culpable m ode 
of living, w hich was declared to be 
more 
w o rth y of an Ionian th a n

Spartan.

Amador County 


Descriptive Article 


Amador enmity comprises an area of 
f>48 square miles. 
It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Novada mountains, 
nnd emnraees within its territory ail 
th e diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—'The clim ate of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as genial 
and healthful asean he found anywhere 
in California. 
As clim ato is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in tills re­ 
gard. 
It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a h ealth resort not 
only for those in loss favored states, 
b u t for the residents of o th e r parts of 
California. The tom perature alono the 
central portion rarely falls below ,'1(1 
degrees above zero In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in thosottled 
districts, and never rem ains on the 
ground for more than a few hours. 
Of 
course, in the high m ountain regions 
of eastern Amador th e snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. T he sum­ 
m er season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; perm itting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. 
Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorm s are 
Infrocjuent. . 
• 
Gold Mining.—T h e co u n ty , although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in A m erica are lo­ 
cated here. 
The K ennedy mino is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. 
Sinco the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to th e world’s 
supply of tho precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding a t th e rate of 
about two million 
dollars annually. 
N early all of this wealth is produced by 
eig h t or ten mines operating on what 
is called tho “ mother lo d e ,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance 
of twenty 
miles. 
The mines ag g reg ate between 
400 and 500 stamps, an d furnish em­ 
ployment for over 1000 m iners. 
This 
industry is still in its infancy. 
Tho 
unexplored territory, even along tho 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground that has actually been worked 
o r prospected. 
The county oilers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in th e world for the 
investment of capital in th o fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
th e m other lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ol tho 
east belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
th e main lode.

" B u t they d id n t’ know Levi. 
He 
laid in a modest stock. 
T hat was 
the only thing about bis estab lish ­ 
ment th a t was modest. 
Be has since 
boasted th a t be had only S1U0 capital 
and precious little credit when lie 
started th a t wonderful general 
store. 
The next week wo were all amazed to 
see a d o u b le page ail right across the 
iusido pages of our little weekly paper 
down 
at Oakhnrst, 
telling 
people 
what 
they 
could get at Solom on 
Levi’s fo r 1 cent, the things they 
could buy for 5 cents, and the th in g s 
for 1U cents, 
ib e ro must lmvo been a 
hundred 
articles that ho advertised 
for 1 c e n t—four clothespins, th irty 
invisible 
h airp in s—you 
know, 
tho 
things th a t women always are ru n n in g 
out of. 
"T he m erchants of my home town 
had been taking the usual six inch 
spaces to announce their sales. 
S o lo ­ 
mon 
L o v i’s 
new general sto re at 
Blank R u n overshadowed them. 
The 
following week he was quoting prices 
offered in all the other stores in the 
ruburbs 
roundabout 
in 
parallel 
columns with his own and offering to 
pay the trolley fate of every patro n 
who bought CO cents’ worthjor over at 
his store. 
Much catchliues as ‘Why 
not save 15 cents on a d o ila i’s p u r­ 
chase and get a trolley ride throw n 
In?’ seemed to catob the eye of tho 
frugal housewives 
in the w orking­ 
m en’s homes along the trolley line. 
Every week for live mortal weeks he 
kept th a t double page ud going in our 
home p ap er—the biggest ad in the 
paper. 
Fivery one of those live ads 
compared the prices at the stores in 
the nearby 
suburbs with those at 
Molomon L e v i’s emporium, fo<- it had 
grown to 
be an emporium by 
this 
time. 
“ Then he reduced the size of liis 
advertising in tiie onu paper and went 
into every blooming country paper he 
could Hud along the trolley line. 
By 
this tim e 
swarms

And a few weeks ago 
he announced that he hud ‘arriv ed ’ us 
a successful merchant in a unique a d ­ 
vertisement that ran something like 
th is : 
"E ighteen m onths ago 1 was worth $100 
Today 1 am wurth $50,000. 
All because i gave the public but- 
gaius in what they wauled to buy ut 
My G reat Blank Run Em porium . 
"A m i his advertisement wus aocooi- 
puuiod by a picture ot his tauiily 
attired in th e ir Sumiuy hust. 
"R ath er unusual, eh? 
Yes,

freak esse, I adm it, hut i t ’s the clear­ 
est example ot the power of advertís’ 
lug 1 ever saw, 
You fellows tell the 
‘old m an’ about It the next lime you 
tackle him for some particular a d ­ 
vertising cam paign.” — I’lttshuig HI*- 
patch.

'Tho government, which Is prying 
Into all sorts 
nf propositions and 
making all sorts of 
investigations, 
primarily for th e purpose of deter­ 
mining truths th a t shall help m an­ 
kind,lms among o tb e rathitig8 ap p o in t­ 
ed r commission on oouutry life. 
This has resulted from the well- 
known movement of buck to Hie soil, 
an effort of discerning publicists to 
restore the eq u ilib riu m that ha3 been 
seriously deflected iu recent years by 
causes it is now sought to discover. 
This commission, by moans of hun­ 
dreds of thousands of lettors written 
farmers, teachers, m inisters, busiuess 
men and 
others, 
requesting their 
categorical observntioriH and opinions 
on the conditions of country life, 
snnitary, economic, social and other­ 
wise, is attem pting to throw light on 
the subject. 
Here are some of the heads 
under 
winch 
this 
inform ation is to he 
gathered: 
Are farms as good 
as they should 
be? 
. 
Are 
schools train in g boys satis­ 
factorily for life on tho farm? 
Ho farmers got reasonable returns 
for their products? 
Do farmers get transportation facili­ 
ties they should have? 
Ho farmers get tho propor postal 
service? 
Are tbo farmers organized to pro 
mote buying uud selling interests? 
Are renters m aking a satisfactory 
living? 
is supply of farm labor satisfactory? 
Are conditions satisfactory to hired 
men? 
Are sanitary conditions on farms 
satisfactory ? 
All concluding with tho ali-iuclus- 
ive question which may ho theoreti­ 
cally answered th rough tiie aggregate 
wisdom of the 
hundred 
thousand: 
"W hat in your ju d g m en t is the most 
impoitaut siugio thing to be done ior 
the general 
betterm ent of country 
life?” 
All this is not chim erical, but from 
it much good should result. 
An iudiaua farm baud has written 
his views to the president, and they 
will bo found to agree with the obser­ 
vation of m a n y : 
" I have been a farm hand just lung 
enough,” says th e presideut’s corres- 
pondeut, 
" to le aru the cause ot so 
many sous and daughters and well- 
meaning, reliable taim iiands leaving 
the beuutiful larm and country and 
going to tbo city. 
A lack of order 
and system on th e farm , and too long 
hours for a dav, 
is what is driving 
the best minds Horn the farm to the 
city and shop, 
W hat can wo expect 
of a hand or the farm er’s wife and 
her posterity in tbo way of iutollectual 
development when 
they get out ut 
their hods at 3:30 in the morning and 
work from that tim e until 8 or 0 p. 
m.? And no a tte n tio n paid to the 
sanitary conditions of tho home aud 
necessary conveniences on the farm 
for doing the farm work with the 
least labor and tim e .” 
And much 
m ore 
iu the 
same 
praotical tone. 
He might be asked to write in ad­ 
vance the lindings ot tho commission 
after it hue received the replies from 
its army of observers and theorists. 
In the first place, 
he wuuld have 
the farmer aud th e farm hand educated 
men, not dull clods who know only 
how to follow u plow and food a pig. 
The systematic farm er emancipates 
himself fiom tho slavery that drives 
so many young m en to seek the less 
certain but more a llu riu g emoluments 
of a city. 
The brain 
is rea lly a more pro­ 
ductive adjunct of the soil aud tho 
sunshine than m uscle, but too lew 
appreciate that 
as 
a living, 
vital 
truth. 
Too oftou the farm er farms ouly hh 
his father farmed, applying neither 
demonstrated 
science nor 
business 
methods to his business, and iu conse­ 
quence there are few callings less 
attractive or rem unerative. 
With 
the 
proDer 
utilization of 
n atu re’s laws and 
business require­ 
ments, the farm m ay be made the 
most attractive aud th e most rem u­ 
nerative of ail callings. 
The 
same 
agriuultura! Molomon, 
again drawing bis owu conclusions, 
gives as the recipe for long Jite aud 
happiness on the farm : 
"R egular hours for work, uud re ­ 
gular hours lot m eals, aud regular 
hours for sleep an d regular hours tor 
rest aud recreutiuu, 
with plenty of 
standard papers uud hooks, uud u full 
faith iu (iod, aud goud grub is wunt 
e d .” 
if tho plan being pursued by the 
guvernuient can bring about tins re­ 
sult, mankind bus been done a good 
tu rn .- Arkansas D em ocrat.

LIGHTHOUSE KEEPERS 


Weird Vigils of tho Men In the 
French Service. 


TOIL THAT BREEDS MADNESS. 


Tho Only 
Wonder 
Is That Any 
of 
These 
Lonely Workers Escape 
In ­ 
sanity— Pitiful Plight of .the Isolated 
Keeper at Four en Finisterre. 


A French writer, telling of the life 
of tho lighthouse keepers along the 
const of Brittany, thinks It strange 
that any of them escape insanity. 
The system of relief (hat prevails in 
tlds country lins no equivalent in the 
French service, nnd, with short inter­ 
vals, months apart, a French light­ 
house keeper may spend forty years of 
ids life tending the lamps in ono sta­ 
tion. with a single companion, nnd th a t 
station m ay be on a rock out in tho 
channel or the liny of Biscay, which 
boats 
can 
nppronch 
only 
in 
fina 
weather. 
As a m atter of fact, the men often 
do become Insane or at least develop 
monomania. 
Sometimes It takes the 
form of h atred of each other. 
In one case, at Terennec, one of tw o 
men was found by a party who cam e 
off from the shore in response to sig­ 
nals lying dead in his lietl with a loug 
keen blnded knife through liis heart. 
Ills companion’s story was th a t lie 
had committed suicide after a long 
period of melancholia. 
There w as no 
proof to tho contrary, hut after exam ­ 
ining tho wound tho authorities doubt­ 
ed tho tru th of tho story. 
On another occasion, whore father 
and son tended an isolated beacon to­ 
gether, the young man was seized w ith 
an attack of amito mania. 
When the 
time came to light up he planted him­ 
self In front of the stairway to the lan­ 
tern and refused to allow Ids father to 
ascend. 
The old m an attacked his son and, 
finding lie could subdue him in no 
other way, so that the lights on which 
so many lives depended might be kin­ 
dled, strangled him to death. The next 
day he signaled to the shore for help 
and gave himself up to the police, tell­ 
ing what lie had done. 
Sickness and death are no strangers 
in the lighthouses. 
There is ninety- 
nine times out of a hundred no chance 
of medical qid, and the well man pre­ 
scribes from the medicine chest for 
the sick ono as best he can. 
lie also 
does double duty until Ids partner re­ 
covers or relief comes. 
There are not infrequent cases w hen 
the survivor has to sew up his dead 
comrade in a hammock and launch his 
weighted body’ from the rocks into tho 
sea. 
Then come long nights ot lonely 
watching. 
In winter time the lamps m ust be 
tended and the clockwork kept going 
for fourteen to fifteen hours. The lan­ 
tern is unhealed except for tho glow 
of the lam ps up in its ceiling, and the 
government allows the watcher 
no 
chair lest he fall asleep. 
It is no wonder that weird fancies 
come to the men. 
They heap voices 
calling from the sea and see drowned 
men and women looking up at there 
from the breakers. 
One of tlielr hor­ 
rors Is of the birds that beat against 
the windows of the lantern at night, 
attracted by the glare. 
Just as Is the case with American light­ 
houses, the feathered armies that mi­ 
grate at night beat against the wails 
aud balconies of the beacons with their 
wings and dash against the panes of 
the lantern, sometimes breaking tho 
glass with their beaks. 
As their eyes 
shine in the glare they seem to express 
anger or bloodthirstiness to the m en 
within. 
One of the most pitiful stories of 
lighthouse life is told of the keeper at 
Four en Finisterre, who kept all alone 
a station on an isolated rock a couple 
of miles out from the shore, but so 
surf beaten th a t only once a month 
or so was a boat sent out to It w ith 
supplies. 
• 
The cabin in which the keeper made 
his home w as on the shore opposite his 
lighthouse, and the recreation he m ost 
enjoyed wus watching it through his 
telescope. 
H e could see the people go 
in and out au d the children playing in 
front of it. 
One day he saw something fluttering 
from the door jamb. lie was puzzled. 
Then It flashed on him that it w as 
crape and th a t some one had died In 
tho house. 
Was It his mother, he wondered, or 
his wife or one of his brothers? 
H e 
counted the children later in the day, 
und they w ere all right. 
The wind blew, and the water raged. 
No boat could come near him, and he 
watched the crowd of sympathizing 
friends come und go. Then he saw the 
funeral. 
Ho recognized tho cure at the head 
of the procession by his white surplice 
and the altar boys walking beside him. 
Then came the coffin, carried by six 
men. 
As the m ourners walked after it' he 
strained and strained Ids eyes trying 
to Identify each and thus determine 
the missing one. 
But In vain. 
All 
walked with bowed head. 
The wom­ 
en’s faces were buried hi llielr hand­ 
kerchiefs; tiie men held their huts be­ 
fore theirs. 
He could tuuke out uotli 
ing characteristic. 
The men who eight days inter risked 
their lives to row out to him and break 
the news of Ills wife’s death found 
him a physical and mental wreck from 
sleepless anxiety. But he had kept the 
Ughl burning faithfully all the time. 
The French lighthouse keepers re 
celve from 700 to 950 francs a year— 
fVg} to $190. 
When they are worn 
out they retire oo u pension of $6AO y 
month.—Chicago Record Herald.
